Wi'.tcs;  -  The  chlorination  plant  at  the  Waterworks  has  been  duplicated 
CO  nevr  both,  supplies  can  be  treated  separately.  The  need  for 

..uvlng  an  adequate  chlorination  system  v^ras  shown  by  a  series  of 
bac'r-jriologi  cal  examinations  of  the  supply  taken  towards  the  end 
of  1942  and  early  1943.  In  December  a  sample  of  the  supply  taken 
in  the  Rural  District  was  reported  upon  satisfactorily.  A  further

•  rl.x  samples  .  taken  two  weeks  later  after  a  period  of  extreme  wet 
Vy'udther  -  two  before  and  four  after  chlorination  -  from  different 
peir.'ts'  in  th'e ''’Supply  v/ere  not  wholly  satisfactory  and  the  Analyst’s 
report  indicated  the  ’’ingress  of  material  deprived  from  soil. 

;■  pfisiiings  and  allied  materials”.  In  the  same  report  the  Analyst 
'■  recommended  increasing  the  chlorine  dosage  to  ’’ensure  that  the 
consumer  hus  access  to  water  containing  about  0.1  parts  per  million 
'of  chlorine  -  a  Quantity  which  would  escape  detection  by  taste, 
odour,  etc.”  This  recommendation  was  acted  upon  and  a  further 
sample  of  the  supply  taken  in  the  Rural  District  in  the  early 
months  of  the  new- year  v/as  reported  upon  as  a  ’’wholesome  and 
potable  water”.  -  . 

Drainage,  Sewerage  -and  Sev/ age  Disposal  ^  The  Clive'  Sewe.rage  Works 
, have  given  trouble  during  1945  through  being  overv/orked  and 
complaints -of  nuisance  below  the  Works  have  been  received;  To 
investigate  the  validity  of  these  complaints  the  Council  inspected 
the  area.  Until  the  Works  are  either  removed  entirely  or 
considerably  enlarged  very  little  more  can  be  done.  As  stated  in 
previous  reports,  the  Works  serve  a  greater  numbei’  of  properties 
than  they  were  originally  designed  for. 

;  The  Meadov/  Bank  Sewerage  Works  continue  to  give  an 

excellent  effluent  and  are  in  every  way  satisfactory.  '  ,  ' 

The  two  original  Sewage  Disposal  Works  situated  on  the 
banks  of  the  Plashes  have  suffered  severely  from  subsidence  but 
have  been,  brought  up  to  level  and  the  damage  repaired.  There  is 
as  yet  no  evidence  that  these  Works  affect  the  quality  of  the  river 
water  one  way  or  the  other. 

A  nev;  drainage  system  for  the  area  as  a  whole  which  would 
entirely  eliminate  the  four  existing  Works  mentioned  above  and 
bring  the  sewage  to  one  new  outfall  has  been  considered  by 'the 
Council  but  the  difficulties  arc  very  ctoisiderable  owing  to 
widespread,  subsidence.  In  view  of  the  Council’s  sorry  experience 
of  the  effects  of  subsidence  it  is  questionable  whether  the 
centralisation  of  sewage  or  its  disposal  centrally  is  entirely 
sound,  at  least  in  the  Winsford  Urban  area.  ’  ' 

Closet  Accommodation  -  During  the  year  the  number  of  conversions' 
'ITo^the  water  carriage  system  was  6  and  the  number  of  houses  still 
uii  the  old  system  in  built-up  areas  is  200.  ■  .

(l)  The  rather  severe  outbreak  of  virulent  Diphtheria  which 
affected  the  To\m  tcr/zards  the  end  of  1941  extended  into  the  early 
part  of  1942,  and  of  the  36  cases  notified  during  1942  all  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  There  were  three  deaths 
amongst  these  notified  cases.  None  of  the  three  deaths  from 
Diphtheria  had  received  any  form  of  protective  treatment.  Of  the 
36  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  9  had  completed  protective 
treatment  under  the  Council's  Scheme.  It  was  again  noted  whilst 
the  Diphtheria  patients  were  under  my  care  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  “how  much  more  promptly  the  immunised  children  responded 
to  treatment  .compared  to  the  non -immunised.  ^  ’  ,  •  .

(4)  SCABIES  AJTD  VERIvIINOUS  INFESTATION. 

Here  again  arrangements  were  made  jointly  with  the  other  three 
Mid-Cheshire  Local  Authorities  and  of  the  5  ’Cleansing  Centres  set 
up  in  the  joint  area,  1  was  sited  in  the- Winsford  Urban  District 
at  the  John  Street  First  Aid  Post.  During  the  course  of  the  year 
287  Winsford  Urban  cases  of  vermin  infestation  -  285  cases  of 
Scabies  and  2  cases  of  Pediculosis  -were  dealt  with  at  the 
Winsford  Cleansing  Centre  and  their  personal  clothing,  bedding, 
etc*,  removed  for  disinfestation. 

At  the  time  of  writing  in  1943  it  is  satisfying  to  record 
that  all  the  efforta  made  to  combat  ‘the  spread  of  vermin 
infestation  during  19^1 2:  in  the  Winsford  Urban  District  are  now 
shov/ing  gratifying  results  and  the  incidence  of  Scabies  appears 
much  reduced. 

Much  of  the  success  of  this  ’’anti-veimiin’*  campaign  is. 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  co-operation  I  have- re  col  ve5.  from  ‘  the  local 
Practitioners,  the  local  Factory  Doctors  and  the  School  Medical 
Service,  and  above  all  to  the  whole-time  Civil  Defence  First  Aid 
personnel  -  both  male  and  female  -  of  the  four  Mid-Cheshire 
Authorities  who  at  the  Cleansing  Centres  have  given  such.v/hole- 
hearted  service  in  this  new  and  at  times  unpleasant  work. 


The  practice  of  home  disinfection  in  case  of  Infectious  Disease 
(including  Tuberculosis)  and  the  eradication  o.f  vermin  v/as 
continued  during  the  year.  All  the  Schools  were  disinfected  at 
least  twice  during  the  year  and  18  houses  were  disinfested  for 
the  purpose  of  eradicating  vermin. 


I  would  like  to  say  in  closing  this  report  hov/  much  I 
appreciate  the  help  I  have  received  from  tho  Members  of  thq 
Council  and  Officials  in  dealing  with  the  various  matters 
which  have  arisen  during  the  year.
